JAPAN NOW 
REFUSES TO) 
ADMIT JEWS. 


Following the steps of her newly- 
found ideological ally, Japan is now 
refusing visas to Jews,:. The China 
Press learns. ‘ 


While this decision was put. into 
effect prior to the agreement be- 
tween Japan and Germany. for the 
conclusion of a pact for the- pro- 
motion. of cultural relations, which 
was only announced last Wednes- 
day, it”is believed that the ban on 
. Jews is not unconnected with this 
new treaty. 


According to the terms of the 
proposed pact, Japan will recognize 
the racial principle peculiar’ to Ger- 
many, among other things, 


However, The China Press was 
informed that’ the refusal to grant 
visas to. Jews, which started in 
Shanghai - approximately a month 
ago, does not include Jews of larger 
countries. Only Russian Jews with- 
out. passports are at present hit by 
this ban. 


* Foreign observers -. pointed out 
that Japan could not possibly refuse 
visas to foreign Jews, since not 
even. the Reich cared to risk interna. 
- tional complications which were sure 
to follow: the promulgation of such 
discrimination. - . ;
